Villa Louis Priceless Gem of State's Antiques

Prairie du Chien, Wis. — 
Villa Louis is a cool jewel in 
the State Historical Society 
of Wisconsin collection of six 
historic sites. 


Under 30 or over, you'll 
like the way it swings. 


In 1831, Hercules Dousman 
bought the 4,500 acre island 
on which it stands. In 1843 he 
sent to St. Louis, Mo., for 
85,000 red bricks to build a 
Georgian mansion. 


The mansion cost $4,495. 
The bricks cost $425 and 
$4.25 to haul them. Dousman 
was 44 and his bride, Jane 
Fisher, was 40 when they 
married and moved in. 


When they returned from 
their honeymoon, he had 500 
lighted candles burning on 
the glassed-in-porch. 

Widow of Trader 


Jane Fisher was the young 
widow of King Joseph Ro- 


lette, the foremost fur trader 
of the territory prior to Dous- 
man's arrival. Looking at the 
candles she named the house 
"LeChateau Brilliante." 


Her daughter-in-law later 
named it Villa Louis. 


In 1844, the house boasted 
air conditioning and running 
water. The cool air came 
from the ice house, where 20 
tons of ice from the Missis- 
sippi River kept food refrig- 
erated. 

The ice house was a build- 
ing within a building, with 4 
inches of space between the 
walls. Ducts led to the house 
fireplaces for summer cool- 
ing. 

The house was built on an 
ancient Indian mound so high 
its foundations didn't get wet 
even during the record high 
flood of 1965. 

In his office, Dousman had 
a copying machine that still 
works.

To really enjoy a tour of 
Villa Louis any time between 
9 am. and 5 a.m. daily you 
need background informa- 
tion.' 

Born in Mackinac, Mich., 
Dousman was the grandson 
of a Dutch baron who fled his 
homeland as a political refu- 
gee. In the Villa library is a 
copy of the grandfather's 
1567 edition of "Table Talk," 
by Martin Luther. 


After education and work 
in New York, Dousman came 
to Prairie du Chien to work 
with Rolette, a fur trader for 
John Jacob Astor. Business 
boomed for Astor, and Dous- 
man got rich. 


He became so rich he 
owned five river steamboats 
and three ocean vessels plus 
big chunks of railroads, in- 


eluding the Milwaukee and 
Mississippi River Line. 
War Avoided 

The Indians liked him for 
his honesty and fairness and 
understanding of them. War 
was avoided several times at 
his word. 


Prairie du Chien is named 
after an Indian chief. It was a 
major trading crossroads be- 


cause of the confluence of 


the Wisconsin and Mississip- 
pi Rivers. 


Traders arrived here 65 
years after the Pilgrims land- 
ed at Plymouth Rock.

Lincoln Birthplace Visitec

ODGENVILLE, KY . -) 
H The Odyssey of Abra- 


ham Lincoln began near this 


tiny town in the rolling hills | 
of the Blue Grass State. It 
ended 56 years later in 
Springfield, Ill. In between 
was a lifetime of hard work, 
frustration and heartbreak. 


Today, the route from Ken- | 
tucky through Indiana to the 
Great Emancipator's tomb 
in Springfield, Ill., is called 
the Lincoln Heritage Trail. 
It traces the childhood and’ 
maturing years of a lean, 
lanky man who split rails and 
studied by candlelight before 
becoming the 16th president 
of the United States. 


And because of its historic | 
significance and an abun- 
dance of natural beauty | 
along the way, the trip is rap- | 
idly becoming one of the 
most popular tourist trails in | 
the Midwest. 

The Lincoln Heritage Trail 
begins in the east, and after 
sampling Kentucky hospital- 
ity for a day or two, a natural 
visitor reaction is wh y did 
the Lincolns leave? 

Right now, the blooms of 
early spring paint a pleasing 
picture. Soft greens of bud- 
ding trees make a lofty man- 
tle for the pinks, purples and

whites of dogwood, red bud 

and flowering peach or crab. 
Sweet smelling magnolias vie 
with the beauty of azaleas 
and tulips. It's hard to be- 
lieve that it’s only a day's 
drive from Milwaukee. 

THE BEGINNING of the 
Lincoln story goes back to 
1808 when a_ carpenter 
‘named Thomas Lincoln de- 
cided to try his hand at farm- 
ing. For $200, he bought 
some land in north central 
Kentucky and built a log cab- 
in for his wife and infant 
daughter. A year later a son 
was born. They named him 
Abraham. 

Today, the log cabin is en- 
shrined in a granite and mar- 
ble building. Leading to the 
top of the knoll are 56 steps, 
one for each year of Lincoln's 
life. A single ancient bounda- 
ry oak there was a landmark 
at the time of his birth. 

Also near the national 
monument is the Sinking 

Spring, for which the Lincoln 
farm was named. It still bub- 
bles with cool water, but 
there's a posted notice which 
is a sign of the times. Like so 
much of our water, it's pol- 
luted. 
When Abe was 2 years old, 


the family left the birthplace. | 
cabin because of a defective | 


land title. In fact, this con- 


tinuing problem was the real 
reason for the family's trek 
we st. In all, Tom Lincoln 
thought he owned three par- 
cels of land in Kentucky, but _ 
the state's "metes and 
bounds" surveys often left 
established ownership in 
doubt. It prompted the family 
move to Indiana, a part of the 
Northwest Territory where 
land titles were more secure. 
Their second Kentucky 
home was about 10 miles 
away at Knob Creek. The 


family stayed for five years, + 
but only a replica cabin re- © 


mains. The original was 
burned for firewood some- 


time after 1870. A few miles | 


to the east is another inter- 
esting replica, the homestead 
of Capt. Abraham Lincoln, 
Abe's grandfather. Also there 
is the Francis Berry House, 


the log home where Nancy | 


Hanks, Abe's mother, lived 
when she was courted by car- 
penter Lincoln.

Greenbush, Wis. - The Old 
Wade House and Carriage 
Museum site of the State 
Historical Society of Wiscon- 
sin is different. 

First, there is 
Wade House. 

Sylvanus Wade knew what 
he was doing. He was the son 
of an innkeeper and he was 
looking for a site for a stage 
coach inn, not a hotel, when 
he came here in 1844. 


He knew what he wanted 
because he was a third gener- 
ation innkeeper. His father 
operated the original Wade 
House, now 300 years old, in 
Greenbush, Mass.

Museum tells of life before 
the automobile.

This was the half way 
point, a one day journey. 


Had 9 Children 
Wade already had his cook 


and housekeeper, his Penn- 
sylvania Dutch wife, Betsy 
Oakley, and his helpers, nine 


children. 


He knew nine coaches 
would leave Sheboygan daily 
bringing 100 guests. They’d 
need water for the horses. 
Here was the Mullett River, 
so it d i d n’t have to be 
pumped.

To get started he built a 
log cabin for the family and a 
blacksmith shop to care for 
the stage horses. To build an 
inn, he needed lumber. So he 
built a saw mill on the river. 


Wade hired a young car- 
penter, Charles Robinson, to 
help him. Robinson later mar- 
ried Wade's oldest daughter 
and built her the sturdy and 
beautiful Butternut house.

Her bridal flowers and veil 
are framed and hung on the 
wall of the home in the cus- 
tom of the day.

Anchor 
Is Lifted 
From Lake 


” Friday, Nov. 23, will mark 
the 62nd year that the three- 
masted schooner — the Rouse 
Simmons — long known as the 
“Christmas Tree Ship,” was 
enroute to Chicago with a 
capacity cargo of Christmas 
_trees for Chicago area homes. 

This was a trip the schooner 
‘had made for many years. 

But that day a northeaster’, y 
gale whipped Lake Michigan 
as the Simmons neared Rawley 
Point six miles north of Two 
Rivers with 
cumulated at Upper Michigan 
lake ports. That was the last of 
the “Christmas Tree Ship.” It 
sank with all hands — a crew of 


the cargo ac- | 


A stark reminder of the 
Great Lakes tragedy, the 
sinking of the “Christmas Tree 
Ship” and all aboard, came to 
light. Wednesday. It was the 
one-ton anchor, __ perfectly 
preserved. Bellrichard and his 


companions brought the “prize | 


lift” to the surface of the lake 
at 5:30 p.m. 

The men had secured it to a 
250-gallon steel drum at 11 a.m. 
in 43-degree weather. The 
drum was submerged about 200 
feet. When brought ashore, the 
anchor, with a 16-foot cross 
bar, 10 feet long and a four-foot 
fluke, was placed temporarily 
on the inner harbor docks of the 
U.S. Coast Guard Station at 
Two Rivers. 

The anchor was dragged into 
port by the 26-foot diving 
equipped Lake Diver skippered 
by John Steele, president of the 
Waukegan, Ill., National Bank 


Keith Retzlaff, of the Town of 
Two Rivers, had also par- 
ticipated in earlier diving work 
prior to the last lift which 
brought up the anchor of the

MADISON — When you walk

away only your photographs 
and memories and leave only 
your footprints. 

Several Wisconsin wild plants | 
are protected by law and many} 
more should be picked only in

NEW HOLSTEIN — Much of 


New  Holstein’s _ heritage 
continues to be preserved for 
the enjoyment of others. 

The New Holstein Historical 
Society has as one of its most 


energetic undertakings — the 
establishment of the Pioneer 
Corner Museum. 


As the name implies, Pioneer 
Corner is filled with many 
items which were built or used 
by numerous German pioneer 
families, who founded New 
Holstein 125 years ago. 

The museum, located 
on Market Square in 
downtown New Holstein, ,has 
in itself some histor- 
ical significance. Built in 


the late 1870s or 1880s, it served 


Pearl Muenster, a 


as a general store for many 
years, becoming a center for 
families as far west as Lake 
Winnebago, and to the east as 
far as School Hill and St. 
Nazianz. 

In 1901 the building was 
purchased by Peter C. Iversen 
Sr. from James Griem, who 
operated it as Peter Iversen & 
Sons, later becoming Iversen 
Bros. In 1912, Iversen. trans- 
ferred the business to John D. 
Iversen, who continued the 
business on his own. 

The building remained in the 
Iversen family until John’s 


son, Dr. Lothar Iversen 
transfered the main brick 
portion to the Historical 


Society in 1970. Subsequent 
transfers of the north additions 
and the lot were made in 1971- 
aD, 

The Historical Society was 
chartered by the State in 1962, 
after much planning and hard 
work had gone into its 
establishment. Among _ its 
organizers were = late

His co-workers have dubbed 
Jochimsen museum “curator”

The Pioneer Corner 
opened in 1964, when Dr. 
Iversen offered free use of his 
building to the Society for 
storage and display. Prior to 
this, the Society had stored 
memorabilia from various 
donors in Turner Hall. The 
move was necessitated when 
the hall portion of the building 
was razed. 

For those old enough to 
remember, one is surrounded 
by an air of nostalgia upon 


entering the Pioneer Corner. . 


For the younger visitor, a tour 
through the museum proves to 
be an interesting and 
educational experience.

‘Landmark at Clark Mills 
Grist Mill, 
Barn Burn 


?\ landmark grist mill at 
Clark Mills and a large barn’on 
Harpt I>ake were leveled by 
fires of undetermined origin 
Tuesday afternoon and 
evening. 

The mill, built in 1852 by Ira 
(lark on the bank of the 
Manitowoc River in the Town 
of Cato, was the focal point for 
a rural community whieh 
became known as Clark Mills. 
The fire in the mill was 
reported at 10:04 p.m. 

The Valders, Whitelaw and 
St. Nazianz fire departments 
fought the blaze which 
destroyed the 36 by 80 foot 
structure owned by Orville 
Champagne, a patrol sergeant 
in the Milwaukee Police Dept. 
Seventh District. 

Firemen at the scene said 
they believe the fire apparently 
started on the first floor near 
the east side of the structure. 
The building has been partially 
remodeled by Champagne. 

The state fire marshal's 
office is participating in the 
investigation to determine the 
cause of the blaze. Contents of 
the mill were not immediately 
known and a loss figure had not 
been determined. It was not 
known whether the building or 
contents were insured. 

The barn at Harpt Lake, 40 
by 120 feet, was on the farm of

To Detjen; Keeps Busy ©

Milton (Milt) Detjen is a 
multi-talented man who has so 
many activities and hobbies 
that he is hard pressed to find 
time for all of them in his 
retirement years. 

Detjen, 66, who retired in 
1970 after a 30 year career as 
an organist in supper clubs and 
cocktail lounges, keeps busy in 
a variety of ways. 

He composes books of sacred 
organ music and is an active 
member of the Manitowoc 
Senior Center where he plays 
the organ for special events, is 
co-director of the Senior 
Warblers male singing group 
and helps direct the annual 
minstrel show. 

Detjen is adept at tooling 
leather and caning chairs and 
recently took up macrame, 
which is the art of knotting 
threads and cords in 
decorative patterns. He also 
likes to fish and play pool and 
has an extensive vegetable 
and flower garden at his home 
at 5005 Sunset Rd. in the 
summer months. 

“There are so many things to 
do when you're _ retired,” 
Detjen _ declared. “There’s 
really no limit to the things you 
can learn because you have the 
time to learn.
